What is Home Health: Health care that is delivered in the home of the patients. 
Treating the whole e span from birth through old age and death. Servi 
rendered are for acute illness, chronic illness, disability or terminal 


illness and assessment for home health. 


Purpose: To add to the health care team, in an effort to meet the needs of a 
selected clientele that live within the counties we serve. 


Who Qualifies: Generally speaking, the client needs to be 1) home bound (can 
visit physician or leave home with assistance), 2) skilled nursing ordered 
by physician. 


Payment: 1) Medicare 4) Private Parties 7) Social Services 
2) Medicaid 5) HMO's 8) Veteran's Admin. 50% 
3) Private Insurance 6) Champus 9) Worker Compensation 


Referrals to Home Health come from:

Who Provides Home Care: 
1) The physician is always the director of care.

8) Family may be able to help in their care. 

9) There is less worry about your family when they are right there. 
10) Clients may feel more like doing things for themselves. 

11) Going home gives you a positive feeling and makes you feel better. 
12) Clients still get individual attention. 

13) Care is less expensive at home.
